Miss .Eelanor Schoenlaub Sues 
Specialist Who Tried to Re- 
build Her Nose. ‘ 


MADE A PARAFFIN BRIDGE 


Dr. Pinkstaff’s Treatment, Plaint- 
iff Says, Necessitated Two 
Surgical Operations. 


No more beauty doctoring for Miss 
Eleanor Schoenlaub. She will be satis- 
fied if she géts back the beauty nature 
gave her, and which has now for near- 
ly two years, she says, suffered from 
the disastrous effects of an attempt to 


improve upon it by mechanical. means. 

Miss Schoenlaub has filed suit against 
Dr. J. T. Pinkstaff, proprietor of the 
Pinkstaff Institute, in the Mermod-Jac- 
card Bldg., for $10,000 damages. She 
determined on the suit after she had re- 
jected Dr. Pinkstaff’s offer to return 
a $3 fee she paid him and after he 
had refused to pay the large bill she 
contracted for surgical services after 
abandoning his treatment. 

At her home, 5332 Easton avenue, Miss 
Schoenlaub told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Wednesday of. the experience 
which forms the basis of her suit. Her 
face is still so swollen that it is difficult 
to form an idea of her nermal appear- 
ance. 

Paraffin Was Injected. 

“A girl friend, Mae Fisher, told me,’ 
related Miss Schoenlaub, “that my ny 
had a sunken appearance. She’ sai 
beauty doctor could make it straight 
by a very simple means, and advised 
me to go to Dr. Pinkstaff. 

“T went to him in January, 1909, and 
he said he would improve the appear- 
ance of my nose. His method, I found, 
was to inject paraffin under the skin, 
padding and bolstering it to make up 
for the slight depress:ng of the bone. 

‘My nose was sore after the injection, 
but he told me the slight swelling would 
disappear. Instead, it grew worse, and 
an abscess formed. I returned for fur- 
ther treatment, and he a“ en me 
4t. would be all right. .. 

Tye Gydrathous 
"When my face had becom 80 Soot 
len that my eyes were almost closed, and 
I could only see out ef the corners of 
them, I went to Dr. Hardaway. He 
sent me to Dr. V. P. Blair and Dr. 
Blair has performed two operations, and 
says another will be necessary. ‘He has 
cut slits in the skin down the front 
of my nose and down the sides, in his 
effort to reduce the swelling and expel] 
the poison. 

“Dr. Bilair’s operations were per- 
formed March 22 last, and Nov. 14. I was 
studying to be a nurse when I first took 
the beauty treatment, but for nearly 
two years I have been unable to do 
anything on account of the results of the 
treatment."’

She Demanded #500. 

“When the result proved not to be 
favorable in her case, I opened the in- 
cision again and took out the paraffin 
and vaseline. The thing to do then 
was to reduce the swelling and restore 
the nose to its former appearance, and. 
I started to do this. 

‘‘Refore I had a chance tp carry out 
the proper treatment, she left me and 
went to a surgeon. I am not responsible 
for what happened after she left my 
treatment. She came to me lately and 
demanded $500, which I refused to pay. 
I offered to return her $36, but she re- 
fused to accept it unless I would also 
assume Dr. Blair’s bill. This I would

clerk, are now looked upon as the dom- 
inating power in the louse. 

In the first real test of strength, the 
fight on the election contests, they be- 
gan what appeared to be a losing fight 
and came out with a 2 to 1 victory. 

In a Democratic caucus they forced 
their way over Speaker Barker, who 


jfavyored proceeding with the contests, 


and when Barker saw that he was over- 
whelmingly defeated he changed his vote 
in the secrét caucus to show that. he 
voted with Phelps and Farris. 
Phelps-Farris Forces in Control, 

The success of the Phelps-Farris 
forces, according to Democrats in the 
General Assembly, is taken as showing 
that they have a sufficient following 
among Democratic members. o the 
House to carry a measure over the head 
of Spéaker Barker and his associates if 
they desire. 

When the final vote was taken, it was 
shown that the Phelps-Farris forces 
had 65 votes, while Speaker Barker and 
the radicals who urged the prosecttion 


bly had only 2. 

The, bitterness of the fight became 
known when the information leaked out 
of the caucus that in following Farris, 
who delivered a speech which gained 
many votes, Phelps declared in unequiv- 
ocal language that he would not vote 
to seat Bradbury as Railroad and Ware- 
house Commissioner, and members un- 
derstood that he meant he would bolt 
the caucus ff it determined to proceed 
with the ‘contest.

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"Physician, Noted for Work in 
Stamping Out Smallpox, Dies 
_ at Former Pést House. 


VICTIM OF WHITE PLAGUE 


Suffered _ Nervous Breakdown 
and Then Contracted Tuber. 
culosis at Sanitarium. 


Dr. Warren G. Priest, who led in the 
medical campaign by which smallpox in 
. St. Louis was exterminated, is dead at 
the Koch Hospital from tuberculosis. 
Koch Hospital was formerly the small- 
pox quarantine hospital, and Dr. Priest's 
work, physicians say, was the chief fac- 
tor in making a smallpox hospital un- 
necessary in this city, 

Until a few days ago Dr. Priest was 
a patient in the efty sanitarium, where 
he was sent after a nervous breakdown 
in the spring of 1909. There he devel- 
oped tuberculosis, and he was sent to 
spend his last days in the institution 
which, through his work in stamping out 
smallpox, had been made available as 
-a-refuge for consumptives. 

Dr. Priest was 56 years olé and un- 
married. Practically all his profession- 
al life, following his graduation from 
the old St. Louis Medical College, was 
spent in the employ*of the Health De- 
partment. He was a junior physician in 
the city and female hospitals, and was 
then appointed an assistant dispensary 
physician. For eight years he was 
chief physician of the city dispensary. 
When Smallpox Was Common. 

Leaving the city’s employ, Dr. Priest 
went into private practice for two years.

This.work, continued for years, 
resulted .in a gradual decrease in the 
number of cases, until in the last few 
years the disease has become so rare 
that it was not deemed worth while to 
keep an syetitution open for its treat- 
ment, 

Advice Widely Sought. 

Dr. Priest became known as an au- 
thority on smallpox and his advice on 
methods ef fighting the disease were 
sought by officials ef many cities. 

Failing health caused him to aecept 
subordinate pesitions in the department 
in his later years. He was in the vac- 
cine service when he broke down. 

His body will be removed to Lynch’s 
undertaking establishment in time for 
funeral services Friday. Dr. G. A. Jor- 
dan, Assistant Health Commissioner, 
“and other friends are arranging the fu- 
neral.

Subsidiary organizations of the order 
in 17 Missouri cities, having a member- 
ship ef 6000, are named in the itnforma- 
tion. The effect of the dissolution of 
the order will be not only to. put all 
subsidiary organizations of the order of 
Clover Leafs out of business, but will, 
according to Prosecuting Attorney 
Jones, open the way for closing up all 
the lid clubs in Missouri. 

Headquarters at La Piata. 

The supreme officers are at La Plata, 
Macon County. -The duration of the 
charter is indefinite. The stated objects 
aré: ‘“‘The mutual benefit and advance- 
ment of its members, socially and intel- 


lectually, to teach the true spirit of | 


brotherly ‘love and goodfellowship, and 
to maintain clubroomg where the mem- 
bers may spend their time in innocent 
amusement and education.”’ 

The. petition. states that the objects 
have been grossly misused, abused: and 
perverted in that ‘the organization has 
fitted up'clubrooms at La Plata, New 
Cambria, Elmer, Lancaster, © Trucklin, 
Gorin, Rutledge, Boring, Adarra, Knox 
City, Novinger, Connellsville, Kirksville, 
Hurdland, Edina, Marceline, Memphis 
and Shelbina, equipped with the para- 
vhernalia of grog shops, where whisky 
beer and wine have‘been sold to mem- 
bers and others. 

One Club Wrecked. 

The order is alleged not to be act- 
ing in good faith, but for the sole 
purpose of drinking and selling liquor 
in violation of the laws of the State.

For many years target practice in 
the Police Department lagged bed 
cause Sergeant Sidney Sears, the 
champion revolver shot, carried off 
the single gold medal year after 
year. .In order to encourage the men 
to take a livelier interest in learning 
how to shoot straight the Police 
Board adopted a new plan. 

The new system provides that every 
man in the department who can score 
above 60 per cent in his target practice 
during the year shall be eligible for 
membership in the St. Louis Police 
Revolver Club. The members of this 
club are divided into three classes ac- 
cording to their record at target prac- 
tice. 

At the contest between the members 
of the club to be held in February of 
each year two. gold medals will be 
awarded to the men making the high- 
est averages in each of the three di- 
visions. Thus instead of only one gold 
medal, six will be distributed each 
year. 

Col. Laird, who, as president of the 
board, backed the movement to invig- 
orate target practice, has taken a keen 
interest in the art of revolver shooting. 
He spends considerable time at the 
shooting range in the Laclede Avenue 
Station and although he is in the third 
class of the gold medal graduates, he is 
considered one of the best shots in the 
department.

Declares It Is Rich Man’s Docu- 
ment: Designed to Flatten 
Out Little Fellows. 





' Dwight F. Davis, vice-chairman of the 
Roard of Freeholders, is being over- 
whelmed with invitations to speak on 
the charter. Davis has been making two 
or three speeches every day and even- 
ing the past week. 

Davis told the Young Men’s Re- 
publican Auxiliary in a. speech at the 
Odeon Tuesday night that one of the 


‘best features of the new charter was 


taking away the Council's power of con- 
firmation of the Mayor’s appointments. 

A member raised the: point that the 
Senate of the United States has the 
power of confirming all of the Presi- 
Cent's appointments. 

- Davis replied by declaring that the 
Senate's confirmatory power really took 
the appointive power out of the Presi- 
dent's hands and bestowed it upon the 
senators. 

He asserted that the senators dictate 
the appointments and that their power 
is such that the President has to yield 
to them, or submit to having his own 
choice rejected through what is known 
as “senatorial courtesy.” 

No appointment is ever confirmed, he 
said, unless the Senator from the State 
in which the appointee lived gave his 
consent. ‘The new charter, he declared, 
would prevent such jobbery in™the city 
government. 

The auxiliary indorsed the charter. 

Dr. Hill Speaks. 

Dr, William Preston Hill, speaking 
against the charter at the meeting of 
the. St. Louis Society of Medical Re- 
search at the Marquette Hotel Tuesday 
night, ‘said the charter was distinctly 
against the whole interests of the peo- 
ple. 

“The powers of the initiative, referen- 
dum and recall are really denied to the 
people in the ‘new. charter,"’ .Dr.. Hill 
sald. “The initiative is left out alto- 
gether. This is the most important omis- 
sion of all, because it takes away from 
the people the ‘Sight to initiate legisla- 
tion.

SOME OF BEAN’S LETTERS 
Ilinoisan Always Held Tempting 
Lure of Spot Cash Before 
Merchants. 





Thomas A. Bean of Bluford, Ill, is 
not the only country customer who 
has succeeded in getting large bills 
of merchandise from St. Louis con- 
cerns without paying for them. Methods 
similar to his, without ornate stationery 
or typewriter, have been used by men in 
Missouri and Kentucky. 

Credit men know the Kentuckigns 
as.the Slone Gang. Goods are al- 
ways shipped to them at Paintsville, 
Ky., but the orders are dated from 
Jellico and other small postoffices 
near Paintsville. Various names are 
used, but all the letters which hdve 
come to St. Louls merchants are in 
the same handwriting. The orders 
are for coffee, produce, clothes and 
groceries, and the Slone Gang is said 
to have reaped“a substantial profit 
from St. Louis merchants alone. To 
what extent its operations have. ex- 
tended to other fields’ is problem- 


atical. 
There is a man near Lebanon, Mo., 


whose goods are invariably shipped 
to him at that point, but who writes 
from nearby villages not touched by 
a railroad, using the same last name, 
but varying the initials, who has vic- 
timized St. Louis houses. He once 
ordered a piano from a St. Louis 
house and sold it at one-third ‘its 
value before it was taken out of the 
railroad station. The piano house is 
still waiting for its money. 

Neither.the Kentucky gang nor the 
Lebanon manvhas been prosecuted 
by the St. Louis merchants, 

The Slone Gang uses cheap paper 
and pencils its letters, but signs the 
name of a-merchandise company; as | 
if the letter came from a general 
store in the Kentucky mountains. 
The Lebanon man also writes his let- 
ters in long hand. Neither 
Bean’s attention to nice detail in cre- 
ating an impression of solid business 
prosperity.

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CHARTER OBJECTIONS. 

Objections to the new charter are mostly 
vague. Examination and analysis of them usu- 
of the 
charter provisions, or a warped view of the ef- 
yfect of changes. 

We find an objector protesting against the abo- 
lition of the House ‘of Delegates- because it rep- 
resents the people as opposed to the' interests. 
He says one legislative body elected at large will 
be controlled by the special interests and the 
people will have no voice in the selection of its 
members. ; 

The statement is absurd. | 

How are the people any better represented by 
a House whose members are elected by wards 
than by a Council whose members are elected by 
all the voters of the city? Can the special inter- 
ests control the vote of the whole city more 
easily than the votes of wards? 

As a matter of factg@the combines that have 
dominated and dis the House of Delegates 
were formed for the benefit of the special inter- 
ests, The interests have always been able to con- 
trol a-strong element in the House—frequently 
a majority combine—through the ward bosses. 
They controlled the Council only when the people 
were asleep. They have proved that they can 
control a powerful element in the House when 
the people are aroused. 

The reason is plain. It arises from the alliance 
between the bosses and the special interests. The 
wards are districted to suit the bosses. Many 
of them are pocket boroughs of ward bosses. 
The bosses serve the interests and see to it that 
nandy tools represent their wards in the House. 
All of this belongs to the kindergarten course 
in municipal politics. 

The new charter strikes the courant element jn 
the city government in three ways. 

It abolishes the House of Delegates and thus 
deprives the ward bosses of their pocket bor- 
oughs.: 

It destroys thé spoils system and thus delivers 

a deadly blow at the malign power of corrupt 
Sane 

Through the referendum it paralyzes the fran- 
chise grabbers and destroys the opportunity of 
corrupt bosses and boodle combines to deliver the 
goods. 

Instead of diminishing, it vastly increases the 
power of the people to control the municipal gov- 
‘ernment. It places in the hands of the people 
the opportunity to bloek schemes of spoliation. 
It opens the way not only to complete popular 
eentrol of franchises, but of all public utilities 
even to their ownership and: operation, if the 
voters approve it. 

The only organized opposition to the charter 
is that of the Socialists, who would be satisfied’ 
with nothing short of revolutionary measures; 
the radical single-taxers, who reject all compro- 

ises; the spoils bosses and-politicians, whose 
rule would be broken and their graft taken away 
by its adoption. The masses of the people should 
see clearly on which side their best et lie. 
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There aré two candidates ‘!n Rhode Island for 
the seat to be vacated by Senator Aldrich. One 
of them, Judge Colt, is unusually qualified for the 
place, while the other, Henry F. Lippett, is ex- 
ceptionally unqualified. The outcome is doubtful 
and the situation is regarded as a dilemma. 
Senatorially, then, Rhode Island doesn’t seem to 
be such a great distance from Illinois, 
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SUGAR TRUST SETTLEMENTS. 

The Government and the Sugar Trust are re- 
ported as having agreed upon terms of settle- 
ment in the matter of “drawbacks.” The Sugar 
Trust has arranged to pay the Government $700 - 
000, in consideration of which the Government 
will not prosecute the trust for the system of 
theft it practiced at the port of New York. 

This compromise, it is explained, does not sat- 
isfy the claims of the Government filed against 
the Sugar Trust on account of similar larcenous 
practice at New Orleans and San Francisco. The 
presumption, though, is that those differences 
will be adjusted without appeal to the law. 
‘The Sugar Trust is one of the mbdst offensive 
of the predatory ilk. Nobody knows how much 
it has stolen from the Government. What 
is known is that it has resorted to every meana 
of thievery from rebates to fake scales. The 
term, “drawback,” is simply a euphemism for 
“short changing.” And upon what construction 
of law or morals the Government can adjust the 
claims against this criminal and drop legal pro- 
ceedings for a tithe of monetary restitution is 
an interesting question.

To them she said 
she loved Kennard, who threatened to 
kill himself if she didn’t elope with him.

Mrs. Buckley remained in Rome. Lov- 
ing letters from Kennard, planning their 
marriage, suddenly ceased and in de- 
spair Mrs. Buckley went te Teheran.
